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A REMARKABLE LIFE STORY OF 
TWO WHO BECAME MASONS 


Arthur G. Keenley, writing in The Free- 
masons' Magazine, relates the following in- 
cidents in which the life of one person 
was twice saved by another. 

"About a half-century ago, a young English 
boy on a visit to a rural community in 
Scotland, set out to enjoy a swim ina 
small lake.

"The country lad plunged into the lake, 
towed the drowning swimmer to shore and 
administered first aid. Ina short time 
the visitor recovered and was able to re- 
turn to his home in London. The farm boy 
continued to perform his daily chores. 


"Years passed before the two boys met again: 


This time the city youth came to the rural 
community to ask the farm boy who had 
saved his life what plans he had formulated 
for the future. When the youth frankly 
confided that his embition had been to 
study medicine, the youth fram London ree 
vealed that he and his parents were ready, 
in fact eager, to plece at the young farm- 
er's disposal the money needed for his ede 
ucation.

@ medical school, graduated with high hone | 


ors, and embarked upon a career of scien= 
tific research. Eventually, in 1928, he 
made a discovery that was to save uncoun- 
ted millions of lives. In his laboratory 
he found germs could not exist in certain 
vegetable molds. He discovered penicillin.

Alexender Fleming, internationally known 
scientist and benefactor of mankind.

"Well,that's a rather interesting, essen- 
tial part of the story. 

"One winter that Londoner was stricken with 
pneumonia while on an epochal journey to 
the Wear East. He had gone thither to meet 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt of Washington,D.¢ 
and Joseph Stalin of Moscow, U.S S.Re,y for 
a series of important conferences. 

"The statesman s condition became alarming. 
Back in England the drug invented by the 
one-time farm boy was readied, then sped by
